Historical  Chronology 


Feb  1 894  Launched  at  James  and  Tarr  Yard,  Essex,  MA  as 

Effie  M.  Morrissey.  Served  out  of  Gloucester,  MA  for  the 
Wonson  Fish  Co.  until  1905. 

1905         New  owners  sail  the  Morrissey  out  of  Digby,  Nova  Scotia 
until  1914. 

Dec  1912  Record  run  from  Portland,  Maine  to  Yarmouth,  Nova  Scotia 
under  the  command  of  Capt.  Harry  Ross;  200  miles  in  20 
hours,  at  times  reaching  speeds  of  16  knots. 

1914        Morrissey  sold  to  Harold  Bartlett  of  Newfoundland  who  later 
sold  her  to  his  first  cousin,  Capt.  "Bob"  Bartlett,  Arctic 
explorer. 

1926         Sailed  out  of  New  York  City  on  her  first  Arctic  exploration 

trip.  Between  1 926  and  1 946  she  made  annual  voyages  to  the 
Arctic  Circle. 

1 940        Sails  within  600  miles  of  the  North  Pole. 

1942         World  War  II  Arctic  supply  and  survey  ship  for  the  U.S.  Navy 
under  Capt.  Bartlett  and  Commander  Alexander  Forbes. 

1946        Morrissey  sold  to  Melvin  &  Sidney  Jackson  for  South  Pacific 
Inter-Island  Trade,  caught  fire  and  sank  in  Flushing,  NY. 

1948         Raised  and  bought  by  Henrique  Mendes  of  the  Cape  Verde 
Islands.  Name  changed  to  ERNESTINA  for  Mendes' 
daughter.  ERNESTINA  carries  passengers  and  cargo 
between  Cape  Verde  and  U.S. 


1 965         Last  transAtlantic  voyage  as  Cape  Verdean  packet  from 
Providence,  RI. 

1 976        ERNESTINA,  en  route  to  Bicentennial  in  New  York,  is 
dismasted  and  towed  back  to  Cape  Verde. 

1979        Government  of  Cape  Verde  begins  rebuilding  ship. 


1 982  People  of  Cape  Verde  present  the  ERNESTINA  to  the  people 
of  the  United  States.  Title  is  held  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

1 988        In  her  94th  year,  the  ERNESTINA  begins  her  fourth  career  as 
a  sailing  schoolship,  living  history  museum  and  cultural 
ambassador. 

1994        New  legislation,  major  refitting  and  relaunch  into  second 
century. 


The  mission  is  "to  establish  educational, 
cultural  and  experiential  programs  in  a 
context  that  celebrates  human  diversity, 
creativity,  value  and  dignity." 


The  essence  of  Schooner  ERNESTINA's  mission  stems 
from  her  phenomenal  pathway  through  history  as  a 
commercial  vessel  engaged  in  the  honest  objectives  of 
fishing  the  banks,  an  Arctic  traveler  to  the  far  north  or  an 
immigrant  packet  to  a  new  land  rich  with  opportunity. 
ERNESTINA  embodies  the  spirit  of  the  explorer  willing  t< 
take  risks  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge  and  the  strong  bonds 
of  culture  and  family  that  link  immigrants  with  their 
homelands. 

The  Massachusetts  Schooner  ERNESTINA  is  an  operating 
sailing  ship  that  offers  multi-disciplinary,  hands-on 
education  programs  tailored  to  meet  the  specific  needs  of 
schools,  colleges  and  other  educational  and  cultural 
organizations.  Each  structured  education  program  uses  a 
series  of  up  to  six  learning  stations  to  explore  the 
environment  of  the  ship  and  the  world  around  it. 

Aboard  the  ERNESTINA,  students  of  all  ages  use  the  ship 
and  its  rich  and  varied  history  as  a  platform  to  study  the 
marine  environment  and  human  impacts.  They  gain 
confidence  and  self  esteem  in  learning  how  to  orient 
themselves  in  the  natural  world.  They  solve  real-world 
problems.  Many  find  important  cultural  connections  with 
the  ship. 

Program  offerings  range  from  dockside  visits  for 
elementary  schools  to  five  day  passages  at  sea  for  high 
school  and  college  students  from  the  Seaports  of 
Massachusetts  and  New  England.  In  addition, 
ERNESTINA  has  a  unique  membership  program  that 
offers  many  opportunities  throughout  the  year  for 
members  to  make  coastal  passages  and  get  involved  in 
other  ways.
